Appiiennt ?;peeiiically incorporated in Claims 1, 3, and 5 the language "non-transmitting 
hoot rcswtfvtit lliwc" to connote u thermal resistant liner iron cover, which does not transmit heat 
Uwrefhrough f.f) durwge, articles stored along with the covered heated iron. This claim language 
was. Kcloeied to avoid any confusion caused by use of the isolated term "heat resistant", which 
could either mi an "a material ivsistfmt to thermal damage" or "thermal transfer resistance to 
pievi-.m hen? from flowing through the mateikd". 

A i;nr» -transmitting heat resistant liner was therefore contemplated from Applicant's 
iniiird disclosure and wns used to describe a liner covering a cooling iron, which prevents 
tfvrmnt tramfrr of heat ifoow&h Ihe liner citing damage to objects stored therewith. The reason 
for 1he non, trJU^mitlino; heat ivstanni. lining was to prevent direct iron heat transmission damage 
Umntjjli the liner, while flowing indirect cooling by directing heat from the sole through the side 
hoaf rdeaw vonis « explained in the first paragraph of the Summary of the Invention: 

''...Attached to the padded bottom are a plurality of side flaps also covered 
by A..h'??'. .fraiSlfllit Jin'tt- ...I'iach .side flap is separated and structured when 
fbtiod iiWnU the if on to define side beat release vents therebetween to allow heat 
to escape from the cooling hot iron placed therein for storage." 

The invention of Claims 1 and 2, as amended, therefore requires the same nojv 
(,t;.uis;miuii\e < jjf:i4jvsisj;n,it.j'iner cover as in allowed Claims 3 through 7, as amended. It has a 
padded bottom wjmvtu shiined to cover and protect a sole of an iron placed ihercon from 
marring or diitiuae. li is sttuetured with Haps to secure around the sole of an iron to prevent the 
heuied solo of an iron fnim transmitting heal through the non-transmitting heat resistant liner to 
ptvwm hi-m dfinwjje lo items stored along with hot irons, such as a travel irons, ski wax irons, 
pressing iron'-, steam irons, and the like. 

The ivjoefion of Cl.'imv? 1 and 2, as amended, under 35 USC 102 as being anticipated by 
MVNi'idn. US Parent No. 3,121, 065 requires this prior art reference to show all features the 
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claim. Tlv tjbjcct of McLUkie is inapposite to Applicant's non-transmitting heat resistant cover. 
Mcllrklv tifcetosvs a "heal rcsirstont*' boot lor a steam iron, which allows heat lo pass 
llimiluough (Col- 2, line 23) to nid in ironing and pressing of clothes. Its object is to employ a 
liner which Is not d-mv^cd by a heated iron and uniformly transmits heat and steain through the 
boot, « i id pruvc.it the dtschaq.^ of foreign matter in the steam from staining garments being 
puis^.'d or imzted- As such, it do#> not disclose the Applicant's invention of Claims 1 and 2 
providing tin Uon cover Willi a RoiBrjiOsmHti^ to prevent the healed sole of 

tin iron from damaging items stored along with covered hot iron. As McBride docs not disclose 
nil of rlhi cIciiH-nts of Claims 1 and 2, Ihc 35 USC 102 rejection of Claim 1 is improper and 
should also be withdrawn. 

In vkw of the fonml drawing subrniUal and McBride's failure to disclose all of the 
ctenivMH of Claims 1 and 2; Claims I through 7, as amended, should therefore be approved for 
issuance. If additional amendw-tus are required, a telephonic discussion with the Examiner is 
re-q tilled.
